EDITORIAL... 


Greener Grass? 


One of the biggest troubles with small towns lies in the 
attitude of the public toward its small-town businesses. One 
of the chief characteristics of being a small-town resident is 
the feeling that everybody else in the town except yourself is 
small-town. 


We have as fine a group of businessmen in Andover as 
any town of our size. Some of them are well above the average. 
Some of our stores are well above the average. However, there 
is a very regrettable tendency on the part of local residents to 
do their shopping in Boston, where they run into traffic prob- 
lems and other inconveniences that ‘they wouldn‘t meet here 
in Andover. They feel that there’s a certain glamour about 
something bought in Boston, even if the same thing could be 
bought out here at the same price from a fellow you can call 
by his first name, from a fellow who is interested in you and 
your needs, not just for one time, but for all time. 


Unfortunately, it’s not just the public alone that adopts 
this attitude; too often the businessmen themselves feel that 
they are doing better by themselves by trading with some big- 
town outfit. We should all be working for each other, be- 
cause only in that way can our town grow and prosper. Every 
institution in our town should do its utmost to support every 
other institution, and this applies to town government, banks, 
offices, factories and stores.

Article 1 asked $1800 for the re- 
placement of the boiler and heating 
plant at the Infirmary, but the Fi- 
nance Committee approved it for 
only $1200 with the recommenda- 
tion that a coal burner be used as 
a replacement. Article 2, which did 
not specify an amount for fire es- 
capes for Stowe School was ap- 
proved for $3500. 

The Finance Committee looked
